New York, Oct. 29—Fire was started 


in the "Unxld" fire works company 


building in Park Place at 12.20 o'clock 


today, caused by an explosion in, the 
adjoining building occupied by Tarrant 
company, wholesale druggists and 


chemists. 
' 


Both buildings were instantly a mass 


of flamas. 


There were several explosions 
of 


fireworks. 


It was roughly estimated at 1 o'clock 


that 150 lives had been lost 


The first few explosions were very 


violent, and a column of debris, smoke 
and flames shot 300 feet in the air. 


Fifteen minutes after the explosion 


pieces of sheet tin and debris were 
falling 10 blocks away. 


Many human bodies were thrown in- 


to the air with the debris. 


The Ninth avenue elevated railroad 


structure in front of the building was 
demolished, windows for blocks around 
were demolished and houses across the 
way were In danger. 


Ambulance calls wera sounded. 
Five alarms were turned in. 
There were 150 girls in the building 


on the first explosion and it was not 
possible for more than, one or two to 
escape. 


In a restaurant adjoining the drug 


store, 200 guests were thrown down and 
20 were killed. 


Three fire horses were cut with fly- 


ing glass and killed. 


A fire engine was demolished by fall- 


ins walls. 


A lithographing; establishment next 


door to Tarrant's caught and the 
flames spread to the Irving bank and 
to two buildings across the street. 


Warren street station of the elevated 


road was demolished and a number of 
persons blown to the street and in- 
jured. 


Several buildings in the rear of the 


drug store were blown dawn and the 
flames were spreading rapidly until the 
two 
blocks, 
comprising 
Chambers 


street to Warren street, and 
from 


Washington street to Greenwich street 
were on fire. 


Policeman GaMn at the Church 


street staton saw a number of firemen 
blown to death. 


He rescued one. 
No human being could have rescued 


the others. 


He says i.at less than 200 will be 


found to have lost their lives. 


This is -wholly on account of the 


suddenness of the explosion. 


Immense 
crowds surrounded 
the 


scene of the fire and seemed beside 
themselves, broke through the linea 
and swamped the iwlice. 


All available reserves were called, 


but for the time were unable to cope 
with the crowds, which were in frenzy. 


Hundreds on the street were cut with 


flying glass. 


The fire started In the third floor of 


the drug store, and lifted the roof 
completely off and tore away part of 
the front wall. 


Not an employee was seen to leave 


either building and all must have been 
killed instantly. 


There were four terrible explosions, 


which shook the city clear to Wall 


street, where it was thought there was 
an earthauake. 


The entire block on Washington 


street, 10 buildings, were burning. 


At l.SO the fire seems to be giving 


way to the firemen and the lower half 
of the block below Warren street is In 
a fair way to being saved. 


Two additional explosions occurred 


in the building of Mohlman company, 
grocers, in Greenwich street. 


It is repprted that Chief Croker and 


15 men of No. 10 truck are missinfit. 


Nothing can be learned in verifica- 


tion. 


Kev. Martin Luther of Wilson Me- 


morial chapel, who was kicked by a 
horse which had been knocekd down, 
said when he first arrived on the scene 
dense black smoke was pouring from 
the windows. Men and women were on 
the ladders coming flown and then 


* 
there was a terrific explosion. 


Then there was a rush of people on 


the streets who gather in si minute to 
look at the fire. 


When the second explosion took place 


the rush to get away resulted in a 
stamitede. 


It seemed as If the whole building 


was carried uo in the air and broken 
into a thousand meces. 


It came down on the people and the 


houses. 


Man and women fell over each oth- 


er in their efforts to get away, and to 
add to the excitement the truck horses 
on the streets eating from feed bass 
over their heads, stamneded. 


This blocked the corner at Green- 


wich street and thfse who had fallen 
were kicked and run down by others 
from behind trying to bet past. 


It wa» awful. 
All around was terror.

This winter For Those who are Interested 
in Anthracite Coal Trade. But One Com- 


pany Has Not Granted the Demands 


[ Philadelphia, Oct 29.—The Ledger, In 
ItscoaJ article today, says: The anthra- 
cite coal trade Is everywhere preparing 
for the resumption of mining this week, 
and a brisk season at full working is 
anticipated at the mines. 
It will take 


several days to get everything in good 
moving order, but, once begun, a pros- 
perous winter is evidently in store for 
the anthracite trade. 
The market is 


yuite bare of coal and there is a rush of 
orders ^p be filled so that enormous quan- 
tities will be sent to market at the ear- 
liest opportunity, every available car 
being now sought to send to the breaker!. 
Prices are expected to be fully main- 
tained, and, while a few operators may 
Btill stand out. It i» probable that ad- 
justments will soon be made wtth them, 
•o that their collieries will also start 
and full working b« universal throughout 
ttas anthraclt* fields. 


All die coal companies in the Wyoming 


Talley, with a few exceptions, have now 
posted notices granting their employes 
the 10 percent increase asked for by tha 
Boranton convention. 
The exceptional 


are a ferw individual operators who do 
not «mploy many hands. But it is said 
that whan the men employed at these 
collieries report for work they will be 
told that they will receive the same 
wages as paid by the other companies. 


The Kingston Coal company had no- 


tices posted yesterday granting the in- 
crease. 
This company employes 2200 


men, and was the last of the big Indi- 
vidual companies in the valley to grant 
the increase. 


The officials of the Susquehanna com- 


pany had a conference with their em- 
ployes Saturday night, and agreed to 
pay them the advance. 


President Mitchell and the executive 


board of the United Mine Workers vis- 
ited Pittston yesterday. They were re- 
ceived by a large crowd, and there was 
great enthusiasm. 
Mr. Mitchell told all 


the miners to go to wor' today. 
He al- 


so congratulated them on their good be- 
havior during the strike. 


G. B. Markle & Co., operating four col- 


lieries, and Coxe Bros. & Co., owners 
of eix collieries, have granted the de- 
mands of the anthracite miners, ns set 
forth in the Scranton convention resolu- 
tions. 
This leaves only the Lehigh and 


Wilkesbarre Coal company in the Hazle- 
ton district which has not conceded all 
that the miners have asked. The latter 
company hag granted the 10 percent 
Increase, but has not posted a notice 
abolishing the sliding scale, or guar- 
anteed that the advance would be paid 
until April 1 next. Work was resumed 
In every colliery in this region this morn- 
Ing, with the exception of the Lehigh and 
Wilkesbarre company. 


It is said that the Lehigh and Wilkes- 


barre Coal company, operating the Au- 
denreid. Honey Brook and Green Moun- 
tain collieries, in the Hazleton district, 
will grant the concessions by Nov. 1, 
when work -will be resumed. 


There will be no resumption of work 


at the Milnesville colliery, which is 
operated by the A. S. Van Wickle estate. 
Owing to an agreement with the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad company, the officials 
say they cannot afford to grant an in- 
crease of 10 percent, and If the men re- 
turn to work they will have to be con- 
tented with the old rate of wages. 
The 


Van Wickle company has granted, the in- 
crease at Its oth«r collieries at Colerain 
and Beaver Meadow. 


It is said that Calvin Pardee, owner of 


the Lattimer mines, will not take back 
those men wfco struck before the mines 
were closed down by 800 marchers, some 
weeks ago. 


The firemwi and brakemen on 
the 


Delaware, Susquehanna and Schuylkill 
railroad, have submitted a number of 
demands to the railroad oflicials. 
The 


former demand that 30 hours constitute 
three shifts, and that they be paid $7 for 
the same, instead of J5.10, which they re- 
ceive at present. The brakemen demand 
an increase of 10 percent in their wages. 
The engineers have no grievance. This 
railroad la owned by Coxe Bros. & Co., 
which operates six collieries in this re- 
gion, and was built for the purpose of. 
hauling coal from its .-nines to the tracks 
it the Lehigh Valley railroad.

In a fight, his body having been horribly 
mutilated. 
Fagin sends messages to 


his former comrades threatening them 
with violence If they become hla pris- 
oners. 
It was Fagin's men who cap- 


tured Lieutenant Frederick W. Alstaet- 
ter, who is still a prisoner. 


General Hall's expedition.iwith, a force 


of nearly SOO men, through the Mountains 
to Bhiangonan, in pursuit of the insur- 
gent gen-eral, Gailles, although it dis- 
covered no trace of the enemy, encoun- 
tered great hardships on the march. 
Twenty Chinese porters died, and 40 
men were sent into the hospital. 
Af tej 


stationing a garrison of 250 men in Bin- 
angonan and visiting- Pollllo Island, oH j 
the coast of Infanta province, General 
Hall and the rest of his force embarked 
there on the transport Gerronse. 


Reports from General Young's district 


show a daily increase of insurgents there, 
owing to the fact that recruits are going j 
thither from the town.

ment of the Twentieth and Twenty- 
eighth regim?nts, under Captain Bieg- 
ler, were attacked by 100 insurgents, 
armed with rifles, under the command 
of a white man, whose nationality is not 
known to the Americans. 
The insur- 


gents for the most part were intrenched. 


After an heroic light, Captain Beiglsr 


drove off the ensmy, killing more than 1 
75. 
The fight lasted for two hours. 


Captain Beigler and three privates were 
slightly wounded, and two of the Ameri- 
cans were killsd.

O'Connor charged 25 cents for the job, 


but Best paid him 50 cents, saying it was 
none too miu-h, ns he had got him out 
of bed. 
Best said to O'Connor at tha 


time that it was pretty bad to get the 
police after him, and he didn't want 
any trouble, which O'Connor interpreted 
to mean that Best was afraid he would 
be prosecuted If he drove a lame horse 
or a horse without a shoe. 


Best further asked O'Connor If ha 


would like some whisky, and pulled a 
bottle of whisky from his pocket. 
Ha 


said that was what he came do^wu for, 
and he thought as long as he was that 
way he might as well have the mare 
shod. 


O'Connor says that in addition to put- 


ting on one shoe, he also put some nails 
in the other shoes. 
The police have had 


these shoes removed.

New York, Oet ».—The ceoond' oom- 


Ing of Mr. Bryan to New York eclipsed 
all other demonstrations of the campaign, 
Fourteen thousand people heard him at 
Madison Square Garden. 
He had be«n 


speaking all day. 


When Mr. Bryan sot to the Grand Cen- 


tral station, shortly after 2 o'clock, there 
were more than 5000 persons to greet him. 
He spent most of the afternoon at the 
Hoffman House, where he went over 
the business of the campaign with the 
leaders. 


After a dinner In his honor at which 


thiera were 35 guests he witnessed the 
great pyrotechnic diisplay. The sky was 
carpeted with red. 
The whole square 


was ablaze in his honor. The candidate 
was greatly pleased. 


As Mr. Bryan was being driven through 


the Dewey arch a flre picture of the 
candidate, 500 feet square, suddenly un- 
rolled in the air. 
The crowd cheered 


Itself hoarse at this. 
All along Broad- 


way the street was lined with people 
who gave Mr. Bryan the greatest ova- 
tion of his life. 


The first speech was at the Broadway 


Athletic club, where Mr. Bryan spoka 
to 10,000 Italians. 
He reached Cooper 


Union about 9 o'clock, and addressed a 
large gathering of Germans. 
Mr. 


Bryan's Madison Square Garden speech 
was not begun until after 10 o'clock. As 
a climax to the day he made two other 
out-door speeches. 
The first was from 


a stand near the Dewey arch, where he 
talked to 15,000 persons, who could not 
get Into Madison Square Garden. 
He 


made another short speech at Madison 
avenue and Twenty-fourth street. IB 
his Madison Square Garden speech Mr. 
Bryan said: 


"The Democratic party is the eonserva'* 


tlve party of the day, the Republican 
party the revolutionary party. Tha 
Democratic party is defending time-hon- 
ored principles; the Republican party 
Is urging new experiments. The Demo- 
cratic party is applying familiar princi- 
ples to new conditions; the Republican 
party is removing the ancient landmarks. 
In advocating bimetallism we advocate 
a financial system whose usefulness Is 
attested by thousands of yea rs of history 
as well as by our own national ex- 
perience, and by the past platforms of 
the Republican party and all other par- 
ties.

supreme court and never condemned In 
a Republican platform.

The man who has "been 30 years along 


the wharfs" tells some queer old stories 
sometimes. In the haunts where Phila- 
delphia's maviuers most do frequent he 
is to be found with some yarn a-nent the 
tortuous Delawuie and its tributaries. 
Some of the anecdotes have in them good 
seii'-e and logic, for the narrator is well 
known us the best informed marine stat- 
istician in this part of the world.

characterizes the latter often stamp as 
genuine a yarn which might well put 
Baron Mnnohausen or Sir John Maude- J 
ville to the blush.

"You have all heard," began the 30 


year wharf stroller to an admiring group 
of the shipping fraternity, "how a cer- 
tain down east skipper negotiated for a 
charter hero to load coal for Omaha and 
how th* steamboat Major Keybold broke 
loose from her moorings one night and 
made her regular trip to Milford and re- 
turn, including 19 stops, withcrut any 
mishap, although there was nobody on 
board.

How He Obtain* the Raw Material 


For the Britl»li jlrmy and What HU 
Pemuattlve Manner Add* to HI* 
Pur»«—Military Nickname*. 
t 


According to the British system of en- 


listment, a "ciuet'ii's shilling" is paid over 
to every man who tutors the service. 
The "queen's shilling" is so termed be- 
cause its acceptance from a recruiting 
sergeant makes the receiver a "queen's 
man," body and soul. 


The British recruiting sergeant—the 


man who gives the bhilling—is generally 
tall, erect, broad of shoulders, deep of 
chest, supple of limb, with the bearing 
of a conqueror, tempered by geniality, 
and an ideally persuasive tongue. 
Al- 


ways in uniform and white gloves, with 
cap a-tilt on his head and baton continu- 
ally in evidence, he plays a most impor- 
tant part in the army system of his 
country. He generally hunts in eouples, 
niid his chosen walks are either in the 
vicinity of BOUIU great barracks or in the 
poorer quarters of the town where he is 
stationed. The fa\ orite stamping grounds 
of the London recruiting sergeants are 
In the neighborhood' of the Horse guards 
and in Trafalgar square,-on the sides 
fronted by thu National gallery and St. 
Martin's church. 


Those who take the shilling there are 


initiated into the service of her majesty 
at the recruiting depot of St. George's 
barracks, just behind the National gal- 
lery. This is tlie largest in Great Brit- 
ain, and probably oue-quarter ol all the 
British recruks are there enrolled. 
Oth- 


er large depots are found at Woolwich, 
Hounslow and elsewhere. In fact, there 
is a recruiting depot in every town of 
note in all Great Britain. 


The recruiting serguaiits who work in 


the square and near the Ilorse guards 
have a far easier task to perfom gener- 
ally than those who do duty elsewhere. 
Under the splendid stimulus furnished 
by the crack cavalry's appearance the re- 
cruits rarely have to be subjected to 
much persuasion and often offer them- 
selves unsolicited. 
Recruits are easily 


obtained alt.o in many places on occa- 
sions of great parades. But in ordinary 
circumstances securing recruits for her 
majestj 's, service is not a task to be 
lightly undertaken. 


Fortunately crimping and the press 


gang are no longer necessary in order to 
( 
keep the army ranks fairly well filled, 
but it is true that the recruiting ser- 
geants for the militia and the ordinary 
foot regiments are sometimes obliged to I 
resort to rather devious expedients. It is 
also true that a very large percentage 
of the recruits are picked up in the city 
slums, where a gla^s or two of ale and a 
good jollying iroui a splendid fellow ,lika 
a recruiting sergeant are far more likely 
than anything else to produce the desired 
results. Recruits obtained in slum neigh- 
borhoods are mainly youngsters out of 
work, often without family ties and 
sometimes quite willing, if well persuad- 
ed, to get away from tlreir present sur- 
roundings even if the prospects be fairly 
favorable for service against half sav- 
age native rebels in India, the still more, 
savage blacks of Africa or the Boers, 
who are more dangerous because of their 
superior marksmanship than either Hin- 
doos or other blacks. A guarantee of 
the recruit's good moral character is re- 
quired ostensibly, but the regulations 
upon this point are not administered with 
great rigidity in many instances, and the 
contingency of rejection upon the moral 
record of the recruit is remote indeed. 


Very many 01 the men recruited in the 


morft crowded sections of the cities go 
into the militia, which is about as unlike 
the national guard here as can easily be 
imagined and whose members are re- 
garded with less favor by the middle 
class population of Great Britain than 
those of any other branch of the service. 
It has been commonly supposed both in 
and out of England that the militia 
could not be ordered to do foreign serv- 
ice, but this is an error. The militia 
may bo sent out of the country if occa- 
sion arise, and, furthermore, if its ranks 
be not filled by "volunteer enlistment," 
limited conscription may be enforced. 
This has not been resorted to in 30 years, 
but the law authorizing it is still on the 
statute books and would be effective any 
year in which the customary militia bal- 
lot suspension act was not passed by par- 
liament. 


Recruiting sergeants are paid 60 cents 


for every ordinary recruit. For a recruit 
suitable to enter the Scots guards, tho 
cavalry, the engineers or the artillery, 
whose qualifications must be of a higher 
order than those of. a recruit for most 
regiments of foot soldiers, tha pay is 
$1.23. Much more is often allowed for 
a man fit to be a Life guardsman. The 
equivalent of §15 is not unprecedented, 
and there are some other regiments re- 
cruits for which bring fancy pay to the 
sergean'. securing them. 


The nickname "Tommy Atkins," which 


outside of the British empire is generally 
supposed to apply to all British soldiers, 
in reality applies inly to the infantry of 
the line. To call an artilleryman any- 
thing but "gunner" would be to insult 
him. 
The enlisted cavalryman would 


not recognize any title save "trooper," 
and the engineer is a "sapper." 


Should the raw recruit repent be may 


b« bought off within a certain definite 
period, and British mothers, who hate re- 
cruiting sergeants intensely, frequently 
secure their sons' release in this way. 
The duties of a British soldier in time 
of peace are far 
more arduous than 


those of the American soldier, a much 
greater degree of attention being bestow- 
ed upon the condition of arms and ac- 
couterments, trimuess of uniform, etc., 
than here. On the whole, the cavalryman 
has more work in peaceful times than the 
foot soldier, for the cavalryman has his 
horse as well as himself to keep in condi- 
tion. 


The normal pay is a shilliug a day, or 


24 cents, while the normal daily ration, 
varied sometimes to suit conditions, is a 
pound of bread and three-quarters of • 
pound of meat. 
Of course, the actual 


fare of the British soldier has more va- 
riety than this would indicate, but he 
has to pay for the additions out of bis 
scanty stipend. 
His clothes cost him 


nothing, but he has to pay for bis wash- 
iug. 
It is cir.'.mcd by the fnthoritfps 


that his "net" is larger than the average 
artisan class in England. More than one 
British regiment has mutinied because 
of poor maintenance, bnt complaints of 
insufficient and bad food have been rare 
of late years.

It Costs English Society Many 
Mil- 


lions n Year, 


People who -want to keep up a big es- 


tablishment, says the London Mail, have 
to pay for permission to do so. The ex- 
cise authorities see to that. 


Last year society paid into the national 


exchequer by way of taxation and as the 
price of style or "establishment licenses" 
no less than £740,303. 


Think, first of all, -what it costs to keep 


"James"' in all his dignity. The excheq- 
uer values him at 15 shillings a year. 
Two hundred and five thousand five hun- 
dred and thirty-sis licenses for male 
servants were issued last year and 
brought in a revenue of £150,999. 


There are other ranks for carriages 


than the cab rank. There is a 2 guinea 
rank, a 1 guinea rank and the democratic 
15 shilling rank. Between these three 
ranks are tlie greatest conceivable differ- 
ences. If your, carriage has four or more 
wheels and is tilted to be drawn by two 
or more horses or even mules, then you 
must pay £2 2s. a year for it. 


But if your carriage has four or more 


wheels and ia only drawn by one horse or 
mule you can have the thing for 1 guinea 
a year. And if perchance you cannot live 
up to the four wbee-led style, but are con- 
tent with a carriage or cart of less than 
four wheels,»then you can get off •with a 
yearly payment of 15 shillings. This is 
the cheapest style the government can 
tolerate. Hackney carriages come under 
this head and pay 15 shillings. 


Altogether those who ride in carriages 


and carts pay £510,890 a year for the 
privilege of riding on wheels instead of 
walking. But the hackney carriage and 
the two wheeled cart pay three-fifths of 
that amount. 


What is a carriage without armorial 


bearings? 
Absolutely styleless. But if 


you wish armorial bearings painted on 
your carriage you must pay £2 2s. for the 
permission, as well as something to the 
painter for his skill. 


If you wish to use armorial bearings in 


any other way—say on your note paper— 
then a guinea a year will suffice. More 
people use bearings in tikis way than on 
carriages. Last year £31,909 was re- 
ceived for permission to put armorial 
bearings on carriages and £48,438 to use 
them in other ways. 


In this way is made np the £740,363 


which is paid each year for permission 
to live in style. But it is only when that 
is paid that the real expense begins.

Booker T. Washington De- 
livers Interesting Address 
at Adams Sunday Evening

Lawrence Confirms Class it St. 
John's. China and Its Problem. 


The Menace of the City 


* 
An address by Booker T. Washington, 


president ot Tuskegoe institute in Ala- 
bama, was an interesting feature of 
tlie service held at the Congregational 
chuivii hi) Adams last evening under 
the auspices o£ the Menfs Sunday Eve- 
ning club. 
The occasion drew 
to- 


gether a larte congregation, amon;,- 
winch were a considerable number of 
people from this city, who improved 
the opportunity to hear 
the distin- 


guished colored educator. The service 
opened with scripture reading anU 
prayer by Rev. A. B. Penniman, the 
pastor, v.and an excellent musical pro- 
gram rendered by the club orchestra, 
the church quartet and chorus choir. 
Mr. Washington was then introduced 
by Deputy Sheriff 
William O'Brien, 


president of the club. 


Mr. Washington's 
subject 
was the 


race problem at the south, which he 
pronounced one of the most important 
that has been before the country dur- 
ing the past 35 years, and which is yet 
unsolved. 
Some years ago when it 


was proposed to send the colored peo- 
ple to Liberia, and 600 of them went, it 
was thought the problem was solved, 
but it was ntot so. The fact was that 
on the day these 600 colored people left 
the country m'ore than that number 
were born before breakfast There are 
now 10,000,000 of colored people in this 
country, which shows how erroneous 
was the predicti'on that the race would 
die out in the face of civilization. In 
reality the black race Is about the only 
ouia that can look the white man in the 
face and live and multiply. Another 
plan proposed was to set aside a ter- 
ritory in the west, where the colored 
people could live by themselves, but 
Mr. Washington said this would never 
work. Tou would have to build a wall 
to keep the black men in, and five walls 
to keep the white men out. Others have 
contended that the nlagro race would 
ultimately be absorbed by other races, 
but the speaker showed the fallacy of 
this theory by calling attention to the 
fact that a person is a negro as long 
as he has even one per cent, of African 
blood ia his veins, whereas it takes 100 
per cent, of white blood to make a 
white man. 
In view of this it was 


easy to understand that it would take 
a long time to run out the colored race. 


According to Mr. Washing,or.'s view 


there is only one way to solve this 
problem, and that is God's way. The 
colored people are here to s>Uiy, and the 
whites must learn to treat them prop- 
erly, while they must learnt to live as 
respectable and Christian people. In 
time this problem will be worked out 
to the satisfaction of all and in justice 
to all. Mr. Washington spoke of the 
work being done at Tuskegee, which is 
to give a practical education to those 
who come under its instruction. 
In 


educating- the negroes conditions must 
be accepted as they are and' sturdy 
common sense must be brought to bear 
they must be taught to help themselves. 
When 
they were slaves many 01 


them were taught trades and 
were 


excellent mechanics, but 
after they 


were freed these things were nteglected, 
and the result was that the young men 
were not fitted to take the places ot 
the old machanics, and were therefore 
of less value to the community. We 
must, said the speaker, educate the 
hand as well as the head and heart. We 
must make the colored race useful, and 
usefulness will be found the best pro- 
tection of its rights. The negroes must 
be taught to put brains, skill and dig- 
nity into their work. In» spite of all the 
race prejudice that exists there is one 
thing that is free from prejudice, anc 
that is the American dollar. That will 


•o where it can command the best re- 
turns, and dJes ntot stop to ask whether 
the return comes from a white man or 
a black man. 


Mr. Washington said the conditions 


are most serious in the cotton districts, 
or what is known as the black belt, 
where the negroes constitute a large 
majority of the population, and where 
most of them are improvident and liv- 
ing from hand to mouth. As an il- 
lustration of their lack of judgment he 
told of a family with whom he took 
dinner one day. There were six per- 
sons at the table, oni whicTi there was 
only one fork, while in the corner of 
the room stood a $CO organ which had 
bfcn purchased 
on 
the installmen 


plan. It is such childishness as this 
that is helping to keep down the 
colored people, aiAl they must be edu- 
cated out of it. They must be taush 
industry and thrift, and in their re- 
ligious training the fact that there is 
something' to be done in this world mus 
not 
be 
overlooked. 
The 
religiouf 


negro is too apt to center his thoughts 
wholly on the next world arid to ne 
gleet many of the duties of this world 
lie must learn that Christianity and 
business go hand in hand, and this if 
being clone in 
manly places. Grea 


changes are taking place all over thi 
south and great improvement is being 
wrought in the condition of the black 
race. There is still much of disgrace 
and discouragement, but in spite of i 
an great, ami .guuii worn is being cloni 
ami there is no cause for dispair. The 
black race, like any other, should be 
judgi-d by its best element and not by 
Its worst. The colored people w'lo have 
Improved themselves and become good 
citizens are well treated by the whites, 
Mr. Washington said, and he believes 
they will be given a fair chance iri life 
as fast as they 
prove 
themselves 


worthy of It. 


At Tuskegee there are now 1000 stu- 


dents and 38 Instructors. The students 
pay their board partly in cash and 
partly by work, but find it difficult in 
many eases to pay their tuition, which 
is $50 a year. The institution ha* n 
number of small endowments and aside 
from the income from those it has to 
depend on the generosity of Individuals 
and organizations for support.

Th« Futur* of China 


Rev. William Ashmore. for 50 years 


amiBsionary in Southern China who re- 
urned to this country about a year 
ago, sp'oke at both morninfe and eve- 
iin«r services in the Baptist church 
yesterday. In the morning he spoke 
especially on the development of mis- 
sionary work among all nations. In the 
eveninlg the church was crowded, to 
hear a valuable statement of the tfoub- 
es in China, the present situation, and 
the future from a missionary's point of 
view. 


Mr. Ashmore spoke of the fact that 
he troubles in China began genera- 
tions ago, with the race antagonism of 
Chinese against foreigner, and that the 
western, nations had much to answer 
ror. The Chinese undertook to crowd 
the foreigners into the sea, and while 
the missionaries warned the legations 
of the impending storm, 
the 
latter 


would not believe it until the hurricane 
broke in all its fury. 
Mr. Ashmore 


gave a thrilling description 
of 
the 


seige 'of the legations, arM their relief 
just in time to save the lives of those 
who had been shut in. The horrible 
stories sent out by the Chinese of the 
outrages which did not occur were cal- 
culated to strike fear to the hearts 'of 
the foreigners, but instead they spur- 
red us- on to renewed activity. 


The speaker protested against the 


statements that have been made con- 
cerning the missionaries and Chinese 
converts. He emphasized what seemed 
the care of Providence in the entire 
affair, saying that God intends the na- 
tions to have a responsibility in the 
bringing of the whole earth to higher 
things. The missionaries have acted as 
buffers between! the mercenary spirit of 
the west and the traditions of the east, 
and referred to the empress dowager as 
the head of the opposition that must be 
met. He closed by saying that God's 
plans are constructive, and that He is 
moving the nations to do his will, and 
by expressing the belief that another 
century will see the ChristianBzing-of 
the Chinese empire. 


Broblem of the CUT 


Rev. W. L. Tenney preached the sec- 


ond 'of his series of sermons on nine- 
teenth century outlooks at the Congre- 
gational church last evening. 
His 


theme was "The growth and menace of 
the city," and the sermon was a care- 
ful review of the development and re- 
sults of city life. This has bec.i one 'of 
the marked characteristic Jt the 19th 
century, not alone in this but in all 
other countries. And we may be cer- 
tain that it is a tendency that will con- 
tinue through the 20th, so that if the 
20th century is to be one of m'oral 
power, its moral power must be de- 
veloped largely in our great cities. If 
our cities cannot develope a virtuous, 
highminded and liberty loving people, 
we do well to tremble for the future. 


Materialism tends to increase the in- 


fluence of the few at the expense of the 
many, and it is most pronounced in 
the cities, while a greater danger is in 
the fact that the cities are ceasing- to 
train men in the art of self-government 
The tendency has been to depend on 
the state not only for charters but for 
interference, and to lesson the honor in 
which we hold Our representatives in 
the city councils. .This has caused us 
to give greater powers to our mayors, 
but the fallacy of this was shown in 
the first election of greater New York. 


Evil men gain influence through par- 


tisanship in city affairs. To speak of 
a man as being better fitted for the 
control 'of a city's affairs because he is 
a member of this or that party is to be 
guilty of folly which would stamp us 
as madmen in other spheres. To di- 
vide on party lines is to give place to 
the political machine. 


The government of a city effects the 


lives of its inhabitants, and so ini- 
timately affects 
every citizen. Our 


first remedy is to open the eyes of all 
men to take an interest in the affairs 
of their cities. Then we must have a 
broader conception of the functions of 
the city, and must help city officials to 
aniswer the prayer, "Lead us not into 
temptation." We must have a revival 
of civic righteousness, and last of all 
we must have an enlarged idea of the 
functions of the church with regard to 
the affairs of the world, a social con- 
science. 


BUbop Lawrence'* Vt»U 


Bishop William Lawrence of the dio- 


cese of Massachusetts, paid his regular 
official visit to St. John's Episcopal 
church Saturday evening, and con- 
firmed a class of 28, Rev. J. C. Teb- 
betts assisting in the service. 
After 


the 
confirmation exercises, 
Bishop 


Lnwrence spoke to the members of tho 
class on the meaning of confirmation 
and the effect it should havu on their 
lives. 
The bishop then pren-hod a 


stiong sermon on the relation of the 
church to Christ arid the world .taking 
as hia subject the miracle of the loaves 
and fishes. The church stands, as did 
the disciples, between Christ and the 
world, and shouU follow thsir example 
in locking to H>m for constant inspira- 
tion. 
Christ welcomes all whft will 


fcliow him and take up his work, and 
blewes Iheir every effort. The church 
must take in more of the divine spirit, 
and get out of the ruts of formalism, 
and to keep in .^loaest touch with Him. 


I-iishop Lawrence confirmed a class in 


Adams yesterday morning and in Wil- 
li.-imstown in the afternoon. 
He also 


addressed the Williams students in the 
chapel last evening.

Power of the linnimfng 


Tho humming bird liios as the Irish- 


man played the fiddle—by main strength 
—the frigate bird relies on his skill in 
taking iulrnutaQc of every varying cur- 
rent of air, nnd the skeleton of the one 
indicates great muscular power, vrhile 
that of the other shov.-s its absence. 


No other bird has such proportionately 


great muscles as tho humming bird. The 
keel of the sternum, or breastbone, from 
which these muscle-i arise, runs from one 
end of ihe body to the other, while at 
the same time it projects downward, 
like the keel o£ a modern racing yacht. 
Thnso mu.sdes drive at the rate of sev- 
eral hundred strokes a minute .1 pair of 
Email, rigid winys, the outermost bones 
of which ftre very long, while the in- 
nermost are very short, a feature calcu- 
lated to give the prentest amount of mo- 
tion nt the tip of (he wing with the least 
movement of the hones of the upper arm, 
to which the driving muscles are attach- 
ed. 


Another peculiar feature is that the 


ouieriiiuM leathers, the thg'nt leathers, 
or primaries, are long and strong, while 
the innermost, those attached to the 
forearm, are few nnd weak. So far as 
flight is concerned, the bird could dis- 
pense with these secondaries and not feel 
their loss. 
Finally, the heart, which wo 


way look upon as the boiler that suppios 
steam for this machinery, is large acd 
powerful, as is necessary for such a high 
pressure engine as the little hurauiinfr 
bird.—Popular Science Monthly.

The time has passed when bacteria are 


looked upon »s unmixed evils. These lit- 
tle plants owe their somewhat unsavory 
reputation ill lai-Rp dpscreo to the fact that 
they first attracted ceiicral interest be- 
cause of their power of producing dli- 
ease. That they are tho cause of many 
human diseases hits been demonstrated 
beyond pcradvcutttre, mid this subject 
hei prored so fascinating that it was for 
a long time the only side of bacteriolog- 
ical phenomena which received any con- 
siderable attention. A« a. result, bacteria 
hare acquired the popular reputation of 
being producers of evil to mankind and 
have consequently been regarded as whol- 
ly undesirable organisms. 
The studies 


of recent years, however, have been giv- 
inp; more nftfntmn tn phases of bacterio- 
logical life which are not connected with 
disease. These studies have disclosed to 
us a InrRe series of phenomena where 
these little plants are, in various ways, of 
direct advantage to mankind. 
Among 


other facts, we have been slowly learn- 
ing that in the preparation of the food 
which comes upon our tables and in its 
digestion the bacilli play no inconsider- 
able part. 


Since they are almost inconceivably 


minute, bacteria owe their great influence 
In nature to their wonderful powers of 
reproduction. 
A single individual may, 


in the course of 24 hours, produce from 
10,000,000 to 20.000,000 offspring. 
This 


extraordinary power of reproduction in- 
Tolves the consumption of n vast amount 
of food material, and profound altera- 
tions are produced in this food as tha 
bacteria feed upon it. The bacteria are 
so small that they probably do not take 
the food inside of their bodies, but they 
live in the mtdst of their food and digest 
it outside of themselves. This results in 
certain chemical changes in the nature of 
the food. 


These changes are mostly of that char- 


acter which the chemist culls destructive. 
Under the action of bacteria, chemical 
molecules which are of a bish complex- 
ity are constantly being pulled to pieces 
and reduced to simpler compounds. 
As 


a result of this chemical action there ap- 
pears in the food mass, upon which tin; 
bacteria are feetling, a variety of new 
chemical compounds. These new com- 
pounds are in part simply byproducts of 
the chemical destruction of the molecules 
which they have pulled to pieces, but 
they are also in part to be regarded as 
excretions from the bacteria. 
The use 


of bacteria in connection with food de- 
pends partly tipon their power of destruc- 
tion and partly upon the nature of these 
new compounds which they produce. 


In considering the use of bacteria in 


food we may notice first a possible value 
they may possess in assisting the proc- 
esses of digestion. 
The digestion that 


takes place in our stomach and intestines 
consists in a chemical change in the food. 
Now, the stomach and intestines are 
crowded with bacteria In inconceivable 
numbers. As bacteriologists have studied 
the action of these intestinal bacteria 
upon such food as we take into our stom- 
achs they find that the bacteria produce 
chemical changes in the food in many re- 
spects similar to those of ordinary diges- 
tion. As these bacteria certainly grow 
rapidly in the intestines, the question has 
naturally aiibeu whether they may not 
aid the digestive juice in the digestive 
process even in a healthy individual. 


It is not easy to answer this question, 


since it is impossible to deprive the hu- 
man intestine of its bacteria and thus de- 
termine whether the dkostive processes 
could go on readily without them. Such 
an experiment has been tried, however, 
with certain animals. For example, a lot 
of chicks have been hatched from eggs 
by artificial means, under conditions 
which have absolutely excluded bacteria 
from their food and from their alimen- 
tary canal. 
These chicks have been 


compared with others that have been in- 
cubated under similar conditions, except 
that the bacteria have not been excluded 
from their system. Upon comparing the 
two lots of chicks after a few weeks of 
life it has been found that those with the 
bacteria in the alimentary canal have 
nourished better, made better use of their 
food an1!! grown more rapidly than the 
lot of chicks from which the bacteria had 
been excluded. Now, while all experi- 
ments in this line have not been absolute- 
ly in accord, they have resulted in a 
strong suspicion that the bacteria which 
are present in our food and enter the 
stomach with it are not only of no in- 
jury 10 ns, bnt are probably of direct ad- 
vantage in aiding our digestive organs 
properly to handle -and make use of their 
nutriment. 


These do not by any mean* comprise 


all the nses of bacteria in food products, 
but they may serve to show that bacteria 
have a decided usefulness in connection 
with our food. Their use in our food is 
In two directions—they assist digestion 
by the chemical changes they produce in 
our food, but their chief and most impor- 
tant usefulness is in connection with the 
flavoring material which they produce. 
They furnish us with our vinegar and 
several other 
acid 
condiments; 
they 


probably develop the flavor of vanilla 
and chocolate; they furnish the "gamy" 
flavor of meats; they give ns all the de- 
licious flavors of our butters, and they 
contribute hi large measure to the sup- 
plying of our cheeses with those flavors 
which have made them the world over 
such popular and useful articles of diet.

Professor W. J. MeGee, in charge of 


the bureau of cthnolo gy, is well known 
as a member of the famous Society For 
Psychical Research and says that he 
used to have a fad of sleeping ia haunted 
houses, but never succeeded in finding a 
ghost indoors, although he once bunted 
up and caught one out ia the open. 


''While I was onceiBJ a country town," 


he said, "a clerk in artore shot and killed 
a burglar who had iiucceeded ia forcing 
nn entrance. The cotomcr, a superannuat- 
ed politician, was calle-d from a neighbor- 
Ing village, viewed the corpse and pro- 
nounced the man deserving ol death.

DRIVING TO THE LEFT. 


A Canadian C in torn Wlilch Greatly 


l*n«lei American Hor»«iuen. 


"Though 1 knew from experience that 


keeping to thi> left was the rule of the 
road in England," observed a well known 
horseman to a Star reporter, "I did not 
know tliat rule pievailed in Canada -. j»til 
the week before Ictkt, when I took a short 
drive on th» outskirts of Toronto. I have 
been a horseman for many yc«v» and 
know the rules of the rrad pretty well, 
but I bad considerable difficulty to ketp 
out of trouble there, 1 assure you. 


"A friend loaned mo a nice turnout, 


which had rather a free stepper in the 
harness. At the first turn out I naturally 
turned to thi> right in passing;. The man 
I met was pretty well fixed also in the 
way of a horse, and the first thing I 
knew we came together in splash bang 
style, the result oC it being that I lost a 
wheel aud got pitched out into the road. 
I supposed of course that he would turn 
to the right, ami he supposed for similar 
reasons—tor he thought from the kin<l of 
horse that I was driving that 1 1'uew 
what I was about—that I would turn to 


i the left. 
Mutual explanations followed, 


! but I was the loser in the transaction, 


for I felt obliged to ha*' the mishap Died 
up at my expense. 


"An American driving in Canada is as 


a consequence in one continual worry, 
for it mutters not how clever one is with 
the reins it ii extremely hard to unlearn 
the rule which obtaini in this country of 
keeping to the right. 
The Canadians 


have an ar^iin'ent to prove that they are 
right in the matter and that keeping to 
the left is much safer in the way of pre- 


I venting collisions on thp road, but I could 


not understand it, and three days later I 
had a similar ttoublo happen in Quebec, 
though in that case it was the other team 
that got the worst of it. Still It was just 
as annoying to me, though not as expen- 
sive. It is the same thing nith foot pas- 
sengers and bicycles, and the American 
wheelmen have a hard time in conse- 
quence of it, collisions being frequent 
and in some instances very dangerous. 
The Canadians may be right about it; 
but, just the same, no American can ever 
get it in his head thoroughly that they 


i are. The Canadians drive from the right 


side of the team, as we do, and the whip 
socket is on the right, but all the rest of 
it is to the left."—Washington Star. 


THE FLEET FOOTED GRIZZLY. 


B« Doesn't Look It, bnt It Token a 


Good Horac to Overtake Him. 


"Some people think that a grizzly can't 


tun," snid A, J. Daggs of Pb.eni*, A. T. 
"I want to state right now that while the 
bear is a clumsy beast he can cover as 
much ground as the average saddle horse, 
and a rnnn should be sure that he has a 
good mount before he tries to get out of 
the way of one which Is angry. My broth- 
er was out in the mountains of the terri- 
tory among the sheep ranches one day, 
when he saw, about 250 yards ahead of 
him, a big, awkward silver tip. My 
brother had a rifle, hrt he was not certain 
that he would kill the bear if he shot, 
and he did not know how a race would 
turn out. He was mounted on one of the 
best horses In the country, for a man 
needed one In those days. He knew that 
the bear would not fight unless wounded 
or cornered, and he wanted to see how he 
would run against his horse. 


"He was pretty certain that the bear 


would run from him, if he could once get 
him started in the opposite direction, and 
•o he gave a regular cowboy yell. The 
bear looked up and started shuffling oS 
toward the mountain, about a mile and a 
half away. My brother spurred hi.« horse 
and lit out after grizzly, at the* same rime 
keeping up the piercing 'yeep yeep' of 
the cowboy. The bear soon got into the 
running, and the way he got over that 
ground was a caution. My brother saw 
that the brute was getting away from 
him, and he unred his horse to the ut- 
most, but he did not gain ten yards in 
the whole mile and a half. That bear 
lumbered along with leaps equal to a 
greyhound, and his pursuer did not have 
a chance to cut him out from his retreat, 


"I went over the course the next day to 


verify the story, for it sounded fishy to 
me, 
I found that the bear had made 


jumps from 15 te 20 feet in length and 
that the ground had been cut up by his 
claws so that it looked as if a harrow 
had been run over it. For that rer'on I 
would advise no mon to try a foot race 
with a grizzly."—Washington Post. 


The Meaning ot Admire.

the Boston Journal notes the fact that in 
a letter written by a Londoner to Joshua

TTIs keen satire 


and jilensant humor were mingled with 
n powerful presentation of tho doc- 
trine? of thp party, and on the ques- 
tior. of imperialism, his frank state- 
ment of his position, fine! declaration 
thnt what the difference there was be- 
tween the parties was in MeKinlcy's 
favor, was received with 
a,pp!ause. 


Even where in excess of omHiasis the 
senator found it necessary to pour cold 
water over the enthusiasm of the press 
representatives, he was givon delighted 
applauiii, from the audience at least. 


He began by referring to tho pleasure 


of such n. welcome, and introduced a 
word on tho recent ctnsus as i,t af- 
fected North Adams.

made voters. They found the manu- 
facturing Independence of the country 
achieved and the country at the head 
of the nations of the world in com- 
mercial prosperity. 
They found mil- 


lions of happy homes. 


And in the record of the other party 


they found nothing but opposition to 
every one of these thinys. 


Now a new trial is to be held and a 


new verdict rendered. 
You have be- 


fore you on one side the same old 
parly, with few exceptions the same 
old platform .and you have the same 
old Mr. Bryan. I eannot vote for Brv- 
an because of the democratic nart;f. 
1 cannot vote for the demorcatic party 
because of Bryan. And I cannot vote 
for either the democratic party or Mr. 
Bryan because of their platform. 


Mr. Bryan marie his campaign four 


years ago on prophecies. Now he says 
"Great is Tammany hall and Richard 
Croker is its prophet." Four years ago 
he said, "Great is the democratic party 
and I am its prophet."

He is performing a little but he is not 
propherying.

He told you that manufacturing 
towns would dwindle, and North Ad.- 
ams has added 50 percent to its popu- 
lation. He said that wages would go 
down and instead they went up. He 
said that sorrow would corne' to the 
families of the workingmen of Mas- 
sachusetts, and the money in the sav- 
ings banks of the state was never so 
much as now. 


As the prophet Ezekiel said of the 


children of Israel, which is just as true 
of Bryan today, "Their prophet has 
become wind." 


I am going to speak of Mr. Bryan 


without personal disrespect. Both can- 
didates are men of strong and forceful 
character. I know William McKinley 
through and through. I know his pa- 
triotic feeling a,nd purpose. 
I know 


that he is as ready now as he was 
when a young man to offer up all that 
he has been, all that he .* and all that 
he will be to serve hiscountrv.

He said, "I warn every man who 
believes in the gold standard, not to 
vote for me. for I warn him that I 
shall estpr'l^h the free coiinre'e of 
silver at the ration of 16 to 1." And in 
accepting the populist nomination he 
said: "This financial reform shall be 
accompli sed and then we shall Droceed 
to remedial legislation." 


You ask how he can "do this. Secre- 


tary Gage says that he only has to 
order all the interest on the <rovem- 
ment bonds and all tho current ex- 
penses of the nation to be paid in silver 
and the thing is done. Carl Sehurz 
says that Secretary Gage is mistaken 
and that Congress can make a law- 
that will tic Bryan's h.inds. I will not 
say which I think is rirrht. But what 
Bryan believes he has a right to do, 
no !K>wer on earth can stop him from 
doing, except impeachment by a two- 
thirds vote of congress. It is* idle to 
talk of Bryan as a man who will not 
and cannot do as he says h° will. 


I have said I would not speak dis- 


respectfully of Bryan's private char- 
acter, but I cannot help thinking of 
the snectacle he made on Tr-is welcome 
to New York. Why did he go there? 
"Bird" of a feather f.nck together." 
"A man is known by the company he 
keeps." Compare this with the presi- 
dent. When McKinley conies east he 
comes to visit North Adams, he lays 
the foundation for some mill, he visitj 
some college, he speakr cr rome great 
theme. 


Bryan walks to a banquet on the arm 


of Richard Croker. He is linked to the 
arm of the Tammany leader, the chief 
of misrule and iniquity. The costs of 
that banquet were paid from the tri- 
bute of drinking houses and of worse 
houses unnamable to decent ears. 


And that's the man who asks the 


American people to put him in 
the 


White house as its highest type. And 
some of my 
democratic friends 
re- 


proarh me knowing my position on 
the Philipp'nop differs from that of the 
administration, thai I don't take Rich- 
ard Croker's other arm. 


There are four, great issues in this 


compaign. There are other issues, but 
these are the ones men are talking 
about chiefly. 


There is the question of setting the 


poor against '.4>e rich, of trying to make

We had 
the treaty with Spain beaten in the 
senate until Bryan went to Washing- 
ton and by his infuenee carried the 
treaty with one vote to spnre. I be- 
lieve McKinley acted honestly. I be- 
lieve that Bryan supporied it for po- 
litical reasons, behevins- it to be "u rong. 
He knew well that former isusr>s \\ould 
never be successful in the face of pros- 
perity, and he needed a new issue. 


What was the effect of this treaty? 


That treaty is now by the constitution 
the law of the land. The eonntiy was 
pledged to pay Spain 
S20.PcO.ono. By 


the treaty congress is pledged to the 
nrovernment of the 
Philippines. 
We 


have promised that we hold the islands 
for 10 vears at least, because Spain is 
to hR f3 favored provisions in ragard 
to the ports of the islands, favors re- 
markable to a defeated country. 


When I have taken the painful re- 


sponsibility to differ with the president 
and with rny party, I do not mean that 
this man, who stabbed the op-position 
in the back, shall profit by it if I can 
help it.

should have delivered up West Point 
to the British and caused congress to 
make George the Third sovereign over 
this country, and then say he did it 
to make peace, and then turn around 
and try to undo his wo>-k. 


When I was asked to support "Bryan 


because of this wrong, I cannot foreet 
what they are doing at this moment 
to $10,000,000 Amercian citizens at home. 


When these men come to me and talk 


liberty and wave tho American flag 
over the Philippines I ask them -nhat 
their heels are standing- on.

Bryan's heels is on the forehead of 
Booker T. Washineton. who honors us 
with his presence tonight. His other 
heel is on Robert Small.

American citizens. And do you ask a 
Massachusetts freeman, a representa- 
tive and a senator to vote for a, man 
who hol*s that doctrine because he 
prates imperialism as the devil prates 
of salvation.

ested in the Chinese question, is wait- 
ing for the leadership of McKinley. It 
is not a good plan to ehaneo pilots 
\\holc crossing the tempestuous China 
sea.
